An advance of 3 yen in the price of refined camphor, 
slab and powder, is announced in Tokyo. 

William C. Redfield has written an article for the 
present issue of “Drug & Chemical Markets” on the 
value of arbitration as an aid in keeping business 
houses out of the courts. 

Java citronella oil production in 1924 is discussed by R. 
H. T. Blokzeyl, of Buitenzorg, an authority on the 
chemical and drug products of Java, in this week’s 
issue of “Drug & Chemical Markets.” 

H. A. Metz offers a prize of $100,000 for a process 
for making synthetic opium, having the identical moie- 
cular structure not a mere substitute. 

Manufacturers of wood alcohol have filed a request 
with the Tariff Commission for a higher tariff to 
offset the competition from German methanol, and 
will seek to have the anti-dumping clause of the 
Tariff Act enforced by the Treasury Department 
against the synthetic product. 

Legislation in Chile providing for pensions for workers 
and profit-sharing for employees of industrial com- 
panies increases the cost of production of nitrate, 
according to Dr. H. Foster Bain, of the U. S. Bureau 
of Mines, who has been studying conditions in Chile. 


Markets 

Heavy movement of chemicals on contract continues 
to be reported by makers. Spot trading quiet. 
Prices show very little change in either direction. 

Benzene unchanged although undertone is stronger. 
Other light oils easy. Cresylic acid firmer. Pyridine 
steady. Intermediates remain quiet. Para-nitroani- 
line shaded. 

Vegetable oils generally firm at unchanged prices. Ani- 
mal oils in a mixed state. Fish oils moving in in- 
creasing volume at firm prices. 

3usiness in fine chemicals is large from the standpoint of 
primary prodwteers, but quiet with very few changes 
in price. No changes of any importance were made 
this week. 

Crude drugs continue to show fair activity in seasonal 
articles with continued strengthening of items which 
have been stripped from the market. Golden seal 
is much stronger.

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WANTED—SYNTHETIC OPIUM 

The suggestion that the opium traffic might be 
regulated if a synthetic product to take its place 
could be developed finds a parallel in the history 
of indigo. The natural product was a source 
of large revenue to India not many years ago, but 
with the discovery of a method for producing in- 
digo from coal tar the demand for the natural 
declined and the acreage grown to indigo decreased 
rapidly. The situation would be the same should 
research work in opium evolve a process for pro- 
ducing it synthetically. 

The offer of a prize of $100,000 made by Mr. 
Metz undoubtedly will stimulate the chemists of 
the United States as well as in leading European 
countries. The Germans take the credit for in- 
venting synthetic indigo, and they will concen- 
trate on opium now that the ultimate results 
promise such a large reward. Mr. Metz has not 
limited his offer to any one nation and it is safe 
to infer that he had the resources of the German 
laboratories in mind as well as the possibilities 
in England, France and America when he made 
the offer. 

Many conditions accompany the prize. The 
product must be real opium, having the identical 
molecular structure, not a substitute. It must be 
possible to manufacture it at a price so low that 
natural opium cannot compete. Mr. Metz stipu- 
lates that the inventor shall surrender his rights 

to the process and permit its use under condi- 
tions which will be fixed by an international agree- 
ment. How strongly this will appeal to the chem- 
ist who succeeds in making the product will depend 
upon his devotion to his profession and somewhat 
on his financial resources, because it is evident 
that such an invention has millions in it for the 
manufacturer who controls it. 





WHAT’S! THE MATTER WITH CHEMICALS? 


Although many factors in chemicals are com- 
plaining that buying was never so light since they 
have been in business, a study of the situation in- 
dicates that business during the first quarter of 
1925 was greater than during the same period in 
1924 and that the complaints come from those who 
happen through circumstances to be in unfortu- 
nate positions. 

After the election of President Coolidge much 
talk of a wonderful business year for 1925 led 


many, who had not thought the situation out, to 
the opinion that immediately after the turn of the 
year demand would be so great that consumers 
would be bidding against each other for goods. 
but such was not the case, and those who had 
studied the situation correctly were out binding 
consumers to contracts at current prices which at 
that time were quite low. 

What has happened? Domestic manufactur- 
ers who were selling the consumers contracts, con- 
trol the situation now to a greater extent than 
since 1914. Many products manufactured here 
are now moving in such large volume that prompt 
deliveries are difficult to obtain. The consumers 
are buying directly from the domestic producer. 
One large alkali manufacturer has been forced to 
increase his preliminary forecast for May and 
June by 10 per cent. Does that sound like a poor 
year? 

On the same products on which domestic manu- 
facturers are reporting an active demand, impor- 
ters and brokers are reporting absolute inability 
to move material, and prices are shaded on every 
side. The American consumer is gradually learn- 
ing the importance of quality and service, and this 
knowledge is making greater inroads on the im- 
porter’s and the broker’s business every year. As 
one broker expressed the situation: ‘‘The condi- 
tion is normal, for the broker does good business 
when the demand is so great that supplies are very 
hard to find or when the market is so dull that 
heavy unloading is- going on, and neither is the 
situation now’’. But there is a vast volume of 
regular business passing through regular channels. 





DUMPING SYNTHETIC METHANOL 

The facts recited in the appeal made to the Ta- 
riff Commission by the wood distillation industry 
for a higher tariff on methanol cannot be dis- 
proved, and a situation so critical for the domestic 
producers calls for early action by the Commis- 
sion. The Treasury Department can lend its aid 
by issuing an anti-dumping order at once under 
the act of 1921. Such action would help to stem 
the tide while the Tariff Commission makes an 
investigation and reports to the President of the 
United States, as provided by law. 

The domestic manufacturers of wood alcohol 
are doing their part by furnishing accurate re- 
ports on the cost of production in this country. 
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Many difficulties prevent an immediate estimate, 
principally owing to the fact that three products 
are obtained in the distillation process—charcoal, 
acetate of lime and methanol, and the methanol is 
crude and must be refined for the market, while 
the German product is pure, there being no crude 
stage in the synthetic process. 

The importance of the industry is shown by 
the fact that during the war the Government 
commandeered a number of plants and financed 
the construction of new ones at an expense of $12,- 
000,000. Before the war the United States was 
a large exporter of wood aleohol, even to Germany, 
but the export trade has vanished and the domes- 
tie industry is threatened. 

When the duty of 12 cents per gallon was in- 
corporated in the Tariff Act of 1922 methanol by 
the synthetic process was not a commercial com- 
modity and the duty was deemed sufficient Only 
since January of this year has the new product 
been imported in quantity. The shipments from 
rermany are now increasing at such a rate that 
immediate action is necessary to protect the do- 
mestic industry. 





Railroad freight traffic during 1925 will approximate 
50,494,570 cars, 1.4 per cent., more than in 1923, which 
was the record year, according to a report of the Car 
Service Division of the American Railway Association. 
The present business outlook promises 1,976,350 car- 
loads more than last year, an increase of 4.1 per cent. 

During the first eighteen weeks of this year total 
loading of all commodities amounted to 16,468,608 cars, 
2.7 per cent. over 1923 and 2.9 per cent. more than the 
same period of last year. Keeping pace with the na- 
tion’s industrial development caused the railroads from 
Jan. 1, 1923, to April 1, 1925, to place in service 398,442 
freight cars, with an additional 46,126 ordered, said the 
report. 





Arthur S. Somers, vice-president of Fred L. Lavan- 
burg Co., dry color manufacturers, is apparently the 
choice of the Brooklyn Democratic organization for can- 
didate in the approaching Fall primaries to wrest the 
Democratic nomination for mayor of New York from 
Mayor Hylan who is seeking a third term. A dinner 
was given by the Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce to a 
delegation, of which Mr. Somers is the head and which 
is leaving on a 9,000 mile trip to advertise Brooklyn 
to the United States, and his friends took the opportun- 
ity to boom him as a candidate. 





The continued strength of petassium in Japan is worry- 
ing the Japanese match industry. Current prices are 
yen 24 or yen 25, against yen 1734 early in the year. 
The advance is attributed to manipulations by the Swed- 
\ish industry “with a view to harass the Japanese in- 
dustry,” by the “Osaka Jiji.” Hokkaido produces potas- 
sium, but about half as much as is needed, and Japan 
depends on Alsace-Lorraine for the balance. 





The fifth convention of the French chemical indus- 
try will begin in Paris on Spt. 27 and will close with 
a trip to Grenoble to visit the International Exposi- 
tion of Water Power, and to various plants in that 
region, says Trade Commissioner D. J. Regan, Paris, 
in a report to the Department of Commerce.

News of the sinking of the Lusitania put a stop, 
temporarily at least, to the negotiations which were 
being carried on with a view to locating two large 
German chemical companies in the city of Elizabeth, 
N. J. The two companies, the Stuttgart Chemical and 
the Leipzig Chemical companies, have secured options 
on property, it is understood, and their plans include 
the erection of two $250,000 plants. 

America as the drug center of the world and New 
York taking rank possibly ahead of London and Am- 
sterdam as a drug market are prophesied as the aut- 
come of the European war by C. Herbert Packard, of 
Boston, president of the board of trustees of the Massa- 
chusetts College of Pharmacy. 

For spot offerings of codliver oil, $39. and $40. a 
barrel are the prices now being asked, while sales for 
shipment were made at the close of last week at $41. and 
$42. to which prices must be added $1.50 to $2.00 to 
cover the cost of shipping. 

A majority of manufacturers of acetone are asking 
23c although a few offers of small quantities have been 
made at 22c. The scarcity and excessive cost of ace- 
tate of lime from which acetone is derived makes for 
firmness in the latter. 

To make up for the deferment of two payments of 
2 per cent each in the last two quarters, Virginia-Caro- 
lina Chemical Co., has declared a dividend of 4 per 
cent on its preferred stock in scrip, which will bear in- 
terest at the rate of 6 per cent and mature May 31, 1916. 
The dividend is payable to shareholders of record May 
31. 

In sympathy with larger receipts at Savannah, the 
absence of buyers and liquidations by large holders, 
turpentine is lower with spot lots quoted at 4g%%c and 
up as to size of order. Export demand is dull, prices 
showing 2%c decline for the week. 








“There is being erected in Central Germany, quite a 
wav from the Rhine, a plant for the manufacture of 
sulfur chloride, the mustard gas intermediate product, 
says the U. S. Chemical Warfare Association Bulletin, 
“The principal peace-time use of sulfur chloride is found 
in the rubber industry, but since about 75 per cent of 
the rubber output of the world is manufactured in the 
United States, it must be that Germany has found some 
new use for the chemical. But, we doubt it. Being 
well in from the frontier, the site is ideal for an arsenal.

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Keeping Business 


Out of Court 


Substituting Arbitration for Needless 
Litigation in Business Disputes — Its 
Particular Appeal to the Chemical Industry 


By HON. WILLIAM C. REDFIELD, 


“next to war, the greatest source of economic waste 

in American business life is needless litigation,” and 
there is sound evidence that the business men of the 
country, in ever-increasing numbers, are reaching the 
same conclusion. Otherwise, it would be impossible to 
account for the strengthening public sentiment which 
is being translated into arbitration laws, opening a way 
of escape from the needless litigation, of which Secretary 
Hoover spoke. These business controversies involve 
only question of fact, and yet, by reason of their volume 
congest the calendars of our Courts, retard the admin- 
istration of Justice, foster the “law’s delays,” pile up 
the costs of litigation, tie up large sums of money, de- 
stroy friendly trade relationships, and spread discord 
throughout industry. 

Since New York, in 1920, placed among its Statutes, 
the pioneer Arbitration Law making irrevocable and en- 
forceable, an agreemnt to determine by Arbitration, 
either an existing controversy or a controversy that may 
arise out of a contract containing an arbitration clause, 
the movement has steadily advanced like Justice in “Seven 
League Boots.” New Jersey was the first State to fol- 
low New York’s example by adopting a kindred Arbi- 
tration Law in 1923, and in February of this year (1925) 
Congress passed a Federal Arbitration Statute, signed 
by President Coolidge on Lincoln’s Birthday, which de- 
fines our national policy as favoring the substitution of 
arbitration for litigation in the determination of busi- 
ness controversies. 

Two weeks after the enactment of this Federal Law, 
Oregon passed a similar Statute, and a month later—to 
be precise on April 29th—conservative Massachusetts 
amended her more than a century-old Arbitration Law, 
to conform substantially with the principles embodied 
in the Federal Statute, and in the laws of New York, 
New Jersey and Oregon. Arbitration laws were be- 
fore the legislatures of California, Indiana, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Wisconsin, North Carolina and Rhode Island 
this year, and will be introduced in all the States at 
the next session of their legislatures, supported ‘by 
chambers of commerce and the most influential 
commercial, financial and industrial organizations of the 
country, which are now mobilized in the arbitration 
movement. 

Of course, this development could only have been 
brought about through effective demonstration of 
the values of arbitration, and it can be said, without 
fear of successful contradiction, that this demonstration 
has been made, and is going on day after day, in scores

of trades and industries which are operating arbitral 
machinery of their own under the authority of the 
modern statutes mentioned. 

It would far exceed the fixed limitations of space to 
attempt to compass in this necessarily brief outline of 
a big subject, all the facts which form the impressive 
demonstration to which allusion has been made. For- 
tunately, there has been one concrete example of the 
practical values of arbitration, which may be presented in 
some detail. It embodies a fine record of achievement in 
one large industry which is now holding the attention of 
the business world, and its importance lies in the fact that 
it clearly indicates a way to an economic saving, and 
a betterment of general conditions which is within the 
reach of all trades and industries, 


Adoption by the Motion Picture Industry 

The striking demonstration to which reference is made, 
is furnished by the motion picture industry, in which a 
thorough test has been made of arbitration as a sub- 
stitute for litigation in the determination of contro- 
versies between the distributors and exhibitors of 
photoplays. This test, whch covered the year, 1924. 
was conducted under the personal direction of the Hon. 
,William C. Hays. When he became the executive head 
rof affairs in the motion picture field, he stepped into 
an industry, which, although young in years, literally 
covered the nation with the network of its activities. 
He found this young giant of an industry permeated 
with discord, traceable directly to business controversies 
and the resulting litigation between distributors and ex- 
hibitors. When it is added, that here was a market 
in which the annual output is closed to a million photo-

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plays—all battling for production any business man 
will sense the inevitable difficulties of the situation. 

Mr. Hays decided upon an experiment, which, if suc- 
cessful, he felt might save the members of his industry 
a large sum of money and much time, and would make 
for a clearer understanding and a closer accord among 
them. Taking counsel with the Arbitration Society of 
America, which is the national representative of the 
arbitration movement, Mr. Hays started his campaign 
for a simplified administration of justice, in a way that 
insured a through working out of his experiment. His 
first move was to obtain the formal consent of more 
than 90% of the distributors and exhibitors of photo- 
plays, to the use of .a standard contract containing an 
arbitration clause. Practically unanimously support 
having thus been guaranteed, Mr. Hays created 31 
arbitration boards, in as many different cities throughout 
the country, each board made up of three photoplay 
producers and three exhibitors. The evenly balanced 
represtntation of the two interests, provided by this 
arrangement, could not operate on partisan lines, so as 
to bring about a tie: vote that would virtually nullify the 
proceeding for the further provision was made that in 
the event of such a tie, a seventh arbitrator should be 
designated. 

How Arbitration Boards Work. 

It is interesting to note the care taken by ‘Mr. Hays to 
eliminate the danger that partisanship, in some way, 
might discredit the integrity of an arbitration proceeding. 
The exact language of the By-Laws of the Film Board of 
Trade, covering this point, reads as follows: “In case of 
a tie vote, the Board of Arbitration shall appoint a 
seventh arbitrator, and if they are unable to agree, then 
the Chairman of the Board of Arbitration shall request 
the President of the Chamber of Commerce, or if there 
is none, or if he fails to appoint, then the Mayor of 
a city in which the Film Board of Trade is located to 
appoint a seventh arbitrator who shall be neither a 
distributor nor interested in the motion picture busi- 
ness.” 

The results achieved through the operation of arbitra- 
tion in the motion picture industry, appear in the fol- 
lowing figures: 11,197 disputes, involving $2,119,622.56, 
were disposed of during 1924. Only 15 of these disputes 
required a seventh arbitrator. Only 4 of the disputes 
were litigated after arbitration, and these, of course, 
were in states which have not yet adopted the so- 
¢ealled model law, which makes an agreement to arbi- 
trate irrevocable and enforceable; 5,697 of the controver- 
sies, involving $871,035.74, were settled between the 
parties without formal submission to arbitration; 4,875 
awards, involving $1,077,968.99, were made by the 
Boards of Arbitration. 

Millions Saved “Out of Court” 

Millions of dollars were saved to the 
by the settlement of these controversies “out of 
court,” and, in announcing the successful results of 
this test of Arbitration on a great scale, Mr. Hays 
said: “I am now convinced “hat Arbitration is the 
last word in the whole development of Jurisprudence. 
The formula is perfect. It is the final word in business 
development between men.” 

The results show conclusively, not only the great 
value of voluntary Arbitration of existing controversies, 
but also the practical benefits found in the enforced 
Arbitration of controversies, where written agreements 
for that purpose, have been voluntarily and solemnly 
entered into. 
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in American business life, and undoubtedly, they 
suffer in common with all their fellows, through 
the delays and uncertainties, excessive costs, and 
other evils of litigation. In fact, representative men 
in the chemical field have said that the industry abounds 
in technicalities relating to its products, and as a result, 
justice is jeopardized in hard-fought litigation culminat- 
ing in jury trials to an extent unknown to other large 
industries. 

Be that as it may, and it is a point worthy of the 
special attention of the trades represented ‘by the 
“Drug and Chemical Markets”, the theory and practice 
of arbitration, is to bring about an intelligent determina- 
tion of controversies by men possessing special know- 
ledge applicable to those controversies rather than by 
a jury composed of men having no special knowledge 
bearing upon the subjects in dispute. 

Apart from the signal development of arbitration in 
this one field, the recent steps taken in the progress 
of the movement, leave no room for doubt or question, 
as to the character of the interest that large business 
enterprises are taking in it. Only a few weeks ago, in 
New York: City, there was organized a Joint Trans- 
portation Committee, in which the Arbitration 
Society of America and the great railroad, steamship, 
express and shipping interests are associated.

Recent Arbitration Successes 

Still another recent development evidencing the 
hold which Arbitration has taken upon the business 
sense of the country, is the formation of an 
organization committee, to create an arbitration con- 
ference made up of representatives of organizations 
which are. operating arbitral machinery. This 
was the outcome of an arbitration confer- 
ence at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Vincent Astor, 
on the evening of March 19th where three hun- 
dred men, prominent in trade and commerce, industry 
and finance, met to discuss ways and means to co- 
ordinate effectively the work of all organized agencies, 
now striving, independently of each other, for advance- 
ment of the Arbitration movement.

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Wood Chemical Industry Files Petitions With Tariff 
Commission and Secretary of the Treasury—Manu- 
facturers Gather Statistics of Production Costs In 
This Country—Hope that Synthetic Product Might 
Be Shut Out under the Volstead Act Is Abandoned— 
Possibility that Chemical Foundation may act in 
Case Under Certain Basic Patents Which Apply to 
the Manufacture of Synthetic Methanol—Situation 
Discussed by Secretary of U. S. Chemical Warfare 
Service—Effect on the Wood Chemical Industry. 

(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MarRKETS) 

Washington, D..C. May 20—The wood chemical in- 
dustry’s appeal to the Tariff Commission to enforce 
the flexible provisions of the tariff and to the Secretary 
of the Treasury to issue an anti-dumping order against 
synthetic methanol imported from Germany, has 
aroused great interest in Administration circles. The 
present tariff on methanol is 12 cents a gallon, and 
under the flexible provisions of the tariff law the Presi- 
dent is authorized to direct an increase of 50 per cent. 
of the existing rate. The full increase is requested 
in the application filed by Thomas J. Doherty, of De- 
vries, Doherty, Davis & Lamb of New York, who ap- 
peared as counsel for eighty-eight companies in the 
wood distillation industry. 

At the Customs Division of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, complaint has been made under the anti-dumping 
laws that the German producers are dumping large 
quantities of synthetic methanol in this country at a 
cheaper selling price than that maintained in Germany. 
It is contended that the German selling price is about 
50 cents a gallon and the American price, as now quoted 
about 35 cents. Treasury officials have been requested 
to investigate, and if the facts as alleged are established 
they are asked to add the difference of 15 cents a gal- 
lon to the duties collected on methanol, as provided for 
in the law. If both points are won by the American 
wood alcohol industry, additional duties of 21 cents 
would be assessed, 6 cents in direct tariff rate and 15 
cents under the anti-dumping law provisions. 

Frank B. Gorin, secretary of the U. S. Chemical 
Warfare Service, says: “The manufacture of synthetic 
methanol is an accomplishment of great significance and 
manifold consequence to the industry and cogimerce of 
this country. The tremendous progress which Ger- 
many made during the war inthe fixation of atmospheric 
nitrogen necessary in the production of high explosives 
and subsequently used for the production of fertilizers 
was the basis of this new development. 

“The German process for manufacturing synthetic 
methanol involves the combining of carbon monoxide 
and hydrogen gases in the presence of a catalyst at 
relative high pressure and temperature. The final pro- 
duct is a pure grade of material capable of being man- 
ufactured in any desired quantities. The cost of manu- 
facture has been reported to be from 18c to 26c per 
gallon. 

“The immediate effect of this development has been 
a tremendous reaction upon the American wood chemi- 


cal industry involving equipment of approximately one 
hundred million dollars with an annual turnover of ap- 
proximately $32,000,000. In past years the American 
wood distillation industry, producer of one half of the 
world’s output, supplied the world’s markets with its 
products. But the new German development will have 
a revolutionizing effect. We are now faced with the 
loss, not only of our foreign markets but also with the 
inability to supply domestic requirements because the 
prevailing price of the methanol is in the neighborhood 
of 75 cents per gallon. 

“That American producers are already feeling the ef- 
fects of the German development is evidenced by the 
serious curtailment of our exports, and domestic im- 
ports jumped from 40 gallons in January of this year 
to 69,886 in March. 

“A thought at this time which should provide some 
degree of satisfaction is that it is believed that the 
Chemical Foundation holds certain basic patents which 
apply to the manufacture of synthetic methanol. If 
this should prove to be the case a solution to this 
embarrassing situation might be readily at hand. In 
any event, however, further and extensive research 
will be necessary and the lesson that synthetic methanol 
should teach us is that without more and continued 
fundamental research we are helpless, and cannot hope 
to maintain our position in the struggle for commercial 
independence and supremacy.” 

The hope that the synthetic product might be ex- 
cluded under the terms of the Volstead Act as potable 
has been abandoned after investigation by Government 
chemists. 





GERMANS DENY SELLING METHANOL RIGHTS 


Many American Companies Represented In Berlin Af- 
ter First Shipments Came Here 

Officials of the Ludwigshafen plant of Badische Ani- 
lin und Sodafabrik have issued a statement in which 
they deny there is any foundation for rumors that the 
company is carrying on negotiations with American 
concerns with a view to granting a license in the 
United States for the use of the German patents on 
methanol, according to a wireless from Berlin to the 
“Daily News Record,” of New York. 

Badische officials also said in the statement that the 
company is not yet in position to disclose its sales 
plans in the United States. 

It has been reported that E. I. duPont de Nemours 
& Co. had obtained the right to take the whole alfot- 
ment of German methanol to thé United States. This 
rumor was denied by Paul Pickhardt, of Kuttroff, 
Pickhardt & Co., American agents for the Badische com- 
pany. Other rumors of American rights arose involv- 
ing U. S. Industrial Alcohol Co., and Commercial Sol- 
vents Corp., apparently due to the presence in Berlin of 
Dr. Whittaker, of U. S. Industrial Alcohol and E. V. 
Ticknor of Commercial Solvents soon after. the ship- 
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ments of methanol reached the United States. Henry 
Ford’s name was also associated with the possible sale 
of patent rights in the United States. 

The Chemical Foundation holds thirteen patents on 
methanol which were filed in Washington just before 
the war broke out, but it is considered doubtful whether 
chemists can make methanol from these patents.

NEW RULING ON EASTMAN FILM SUIT 


The United States Circuit Court of Appeals, sit- 
ting in New York, has sustained in part the Federal 
Trade Commission as to the commission’s disputed or- 
der directing the Eastman Kodak Co., the Allied Lab- 
oratories Association and the members of the latter 
to discontinue undue acts of “unfair competition” in 
the sale of positive and negative “movie” film. 

The court, consisting of Judges Henry Wade Rogers, 
Charles M. Hough and Martin T. Manton, upheld by 
a unanimous vote that part of the order which directed 
the Eastman Kodak Co. and the other defendants 
to refrain from acting under an agreement binding the 
latter to buy only American: film for “movie” produc- 
ing purposes and, in return, bound the Eastman con- 
cern not to produce and distribute motion pictures. 

The court order declined by a two to one vote to 
uphold the commission’s order directing the Eastman 
Kodak Co., to dispose of its “Brulatour’’ producing 
plants, three in number, and to refrain from making 
motion pictures.

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CANADA’S CHEMICAL OUTPUT IN 1924 
SLIGHTLY LESS THAN 1923 PRODUCTION 


Explosives, Matches, Soaps and Toilet Preparations 
Among the Industries Not Showing Improvement— 
Heavy Chemicals, Medicinals, Dyes, Wood Distil- 
lation and Inks make Good Showing 

(Special to Druc & CHemicaL Markets) 

Ottawa, Canada, May 20.—Production of chemicals 
and allied products in Canada during 1924 reached a 
total of $107,536,335 compared with $111,244,156 in the 
preceding year, as reported by the Mining Metallurgical 
and Chemical Branch of the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, Ottawa. The coal tar distillation industry, the 
manufacture of heavy chemicals and the production of 
medicinal and pharmaceutical preparations showed im- 
provement; the paint and varnish industry, the manu- 
facture of inks, dyes and colors, the wood distillation 
industry and the numerous small plants producing mis- 
cellaneous chemical products held their standing fairly 
well in comparison with the preceding year. Explosives, 
ammunition, fireworks and matches and the manu- 
facture of soaps, washing compounds and toilet prep- 
arations showed slightly lower outputs. 

Employing upwards of 14,000 men to whom 18.2 
million dollars was paid in salaries and wages, the 462 
plants reporting in the chemical industries of Canada 
in 1924 represented a capital investment of 124 million 
dollars and used materials costing 52.95 million dollars 
in the production of commodities having a selling value 
of 107.5 million dollars, creating a value added by man- 
ufacture amounting to 54.57 million dollars. 

In recent years there has been a re-alignment of Can- 
ada’s foreign trade in chemical products. In 1919 chem- 
icals and allied products imported into Canada amounted 
in value to 27.2 million dollars; in that year 82 per 
cent of these purchases came from the United States, 
13 per cent from the United Kingdom and 5 per cent 
from other countries. In the last four years imports 
of chemicals and allied products into Canada have been 
valued at about a quarter of a billion dollars annually. 
The proportion of Canadian purchases from the United 
States has gradually decreased from 74 per cent of the 
total in 1921 to 66 per cent of the total in 1924. Imports 
from the United Kingdom in the same years have in- 
creased, 12 per cent of the total for 1921 being imported 
from the United Kingdom and 17 per cent of the total 
in 1924 was brought in from the same source. 

Canada’s exports of chemicals and allied products 
which totalled 28.5 million dollars in 1919 dropped in 
1920 to 22.3 million déllars and in 1921 to the low point 
of 10.3 million dollars. There was a slight recovery to 
a total of 12.4 million dollars in 1922 and in 1923 and 
1924 the total exports stood at 15.9 and 15.4 million 
dollars respectively. In 1924 exports of chemicals and 
allied products from Canada -to ithe United States 
amounted to 48 per cent of the total. Exports to the 
United Kingdom stood at 23 per cent and exports to 
other countries amounted to 29 per cent. : 

Ontario’s 248 chemical plants produced 58.5 million 
dollars worth of products in 1924; Quebec with 130 
plants came second with an output valued at 37.2 mil- 
lion dollars. Manitoba, British Columbia, Nova Sco- 
tia, New Brunswick, Alberta and Saskatchewan followed 
in the order named.

Although stocks of imported materials remained 
large and spot trading showed no noticeable improve- 
ment over the week prices held fairly firm in most in- 
stances and only a few slight declines were reported. 
Manufacturers are reporting satisfactory contract with- 
drawals and are experiencing only the usual seasonal 
lull. Mineral acids are holding firm. Chlorine and 
bleach stocks are not greater than necessary for this 
time of the year and manufacturers report they are 
going into the Summer season in the best position 
realized in a number of years, and no weakness in the 
market is anticipated. Potassium chlorate remains 
quite firm in most quarters although the consuming 
demand is small, due to heavy buying before the in- 
creased duty was approved and some distressed lots 
have changed hands at concessions. Solvents remain 
quite firm and the demand for carbon tetrachloride has 
not shown any abatement. Arsenic is reported easy 
and indications are that quotations are again open to 
shading in a number of instances. Acetate of lime 
has been reduced 25c¢ for 100 tbs., owing to the ef- 
forts of the wood distillation industry to meet market 
conditions.

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INCREASE GERMAN HOME POTASH PRICES 


Federal Potash Council Adds Five Per Cent Against 
Protest of Farmers’ Representatives—Sales of 
Potash Syndicate for the First Quarter of 1925 Were 
511,992 Metric Tons, Compared With 221,744 Tons 
for Same Period in 1924. 


(Special Correspondence to Druc & CuEmIcAL MARKETS) 

Berlin, Germany, May 2.—During March this year 
sales of the German Potash Syndicate amounted to 
143,959 tons of pure potash. This increases the sales 
for the first quarter to 511,992 metric tons, compared 
with 221,744 tons during the same time last year. With 
the end of March the bulk of the Spring business is 
done, and sales during the second quarter are generally 
poor. The syndicate allows, however, iarge rebates 
until July 1, which will stimulate a certain amount of 
home business and decrease the delivery trouble in 
autumn caused by scarcity of rolling stock. Home 
prices of potash were increased by 5 per cent at the 
last meeting of the Federal Potash Council, against the 
votes of the farmers’ representatives, and are now 
as follows:

Prices for raw salts for industrial, for bathing and 
for filtering purposes are increased so that 9.83 pfen- 
nig may be charged for carnallit and 11.66 pfennig for 
kainit and raw salts with 12 to 15 per cent for every one 
per cent K.O in 100 kilos. High percentage carnallit 
with 12 per cent, K.O for the production of magnesium 
metal is quoted at 8.97 pfennig per 1 per cent K.O in 
100 kilos, and 1.25 marks per 100 kilos are charged for 
sorting. A surcharge of 20 marks per 100 kilos is made 
for doubly cleaned and chemically pure potassium sul- 
fate. 

On orders given during the time from April 16 until 
May 15, a rebate of 3% per cent and a special rebate 
of 5% per cent are granted. From May 16 until June 
15 the rebates amount to 24% and 5 per cent, and from 
June 16 until July 1 to 14% and 4% per cent. Bills given 
during the three periods are free of interest and are 
to be made payable Nov. 15, Nov. 30 and Dec. 15. 








Advices from Tokyo are to the effect that Brunner, 
Mond & Co., has announced a reduction of 25 sen in 
the price of caustic soda to yen 9% per 100 lbs., follow- 
ed by a decline of 20 to 30 sen in the Japanese chem- 
ical at yen 8.70 to yen 9. An increase in the importa- 
ations of American soda was expected with the apprecia- 
tion of the Japanese currency and the reduction in price 
of the British soda is understood to have been made to 
check the prospective imports, but at present business 
is mainly from the soap industry, demands from the 
weaving centres showing no improvements.

Although prices are unchanged on benzene a strong 
tone developed in the market over the week, due to 
the increase of lc per gallon in tank-wagon gasoline 
prices and also due to indications that production was 
being curtailed in some directions.

PROTEST RESTRICTIONS ON POISON GAS 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MarKETS) 

Washington, D. C., May 20.—James F. Norris, pres- 
ident of the American Chemical Society, headed a dele- 
gation which called on President Coolidge last week, to 
protest against the proposal made by Theodore E. 
Burton, before the International Conference for the 
Control of Traffic in Arms and Munitions at the meet- 
ing in Geneva, to limit the traffic in poison gas. The 
committee included, Prof. G. Enrique Zanetti, of Co- 
lumbia University; C. L. Parsons, secretary of the 
American Chemical Society, and H. E. Howe, editor of 
the “Journal of Industrial and Engineering Chemistry.” 

The committee told President Coolidge that many of 
the chemicals used in the manufacture of poison gases 
have peace-time uses, as do some of the gases them- 
selves. It was pointed out that chemicals used as in- 
secticides in combating the boll weevil and other pests 
are used in connection with poison gases and a limita- 
tion on the international traffic might interfere with the 
movement of chemicals desired for these purposes. 
The administration will take the matter up with Mr. 
Burton, who is head of the American delegation.

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DYE MERGER NEARLY COMPLETED 

(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEMICAL Markets) 

Berlin, Germany, May 2.—The firms in the Dye 
Trust are gradually linking up more closely. Gesell- 
schaft fiir Anilin Fabrikation and Bayer & Co. have 
made an agreement in regard to the sale of some of 
their products. The Gesellschaft fiir Anilinfabrikation 
is selling the production of photographic articles of 
its own works and of Bayer & Co., of Rietzschel, 
Miinchen, and its own production of perfumes as well 
as of the firm of Delvendahl & Kiintzel associated with 
it, and the perfumes of Bayer & Co. The latter are 
selling their own pharmaceutical products, and those 
of the Gesellschaft fiir Anilin Fabrikation. The agree- 
ment applies to sales only, and both firms remain in- 
dependent in regard to their production. Negotiations 
are in progress to effect a complete merger of the 
seven firms in the Dye Trust to reduce overhead 
charges and to make greater improvements in the 
plants. The high taxes on industrial mergers have 
checked activities up to now. An agreement for a 
complete merger has been reached among the members 
of the trust, which are at present only connected by a 
working agreement (Interessengemeinschaft). En- 
deavors are being made to reach an understanding 
with the authorities in regard to the taxes. According 
to Stock Exchange rumors the Badische Anilin-und 
Sodafabrik will become the head of the new syndicate. 





SUBSIDY FOR JAPAN’S DYE COS. IS CUT 
(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEMICAL MarkeETS) 

Tokyo, Japan, April 24.—The bill for the protection 
of the dyestuff industry, passed by the House of Rep- 
resentatives, provides for 4 million yen to be spread 
over a period of six years as a grant to the qualified 
manufacturers of about 20 pigments specified. These 
are high-class dyes, and according to the “Osaka Main- 
ichi,” Nippon Dyestuffs Manufacturing Co. and Mitsui 
Mining Co., claim the right to protection. The Nippon 
Senryo Kaisha will get 80 per cent. of the appropria- 
tion and Mitsui 20. 

The allotment to the Nippon will total 3,200,000 yen 
or a shade over 530,000 yen a year, compared with the 
2 million a year the business has been receiving under 
the present law, assuring a dividend of 8 per cent per 
annum on the paid-up capital of the company. 

The plants turn out approximately 1,500,000 yen worth 
of dyestuffs a year, and the maintenance of dividends on 
the old scale, when the grant has been cut down 
nearly one-third, will comrel the management to find 
about $1,500,000 elsewhere, in face of the keen compe- 
tition from foreign industries.

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CHEMICAL PRICES MAINTAINED IN BOSTON 
(Special to Druc & CHEemicaL MarKETs) 

Boston, Mass., May 20—For chemicals and dyestuffs, 
some Boston merchants report a brighter outlook, al- 
though none see sufficient expansion to cause any ex- 
citement. Such improvement as obtains is in more 
numerous small orders for quick shipment with the result 
that May sales are showing a gain over May last 
year. For the first three months of this year sales. 
were below those of the first quarter last year. 

There is a better maintenance of prices than for 
some time past. A feature of the current situation is 
the almost complete lack of demand for paper making 
supplies. Makers of kraft papers in New England ‘are 
seriously feeling the competition from the southern 
kraft makers which has developed in the last two years. 
Most of the makers of book stock are running well 
and their absence from the market is puzzling.

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The Rise and Fall of Java Citronella 





How Increased Shipments to Europe, 
Especially France, Have Affected the 
Market in America -— Cajuput and 
Patchouly Markets in Java 


rice records for Java citronella oil were broken 

at the close of 1924 when the oil rose to $1.50 per 

pound at New York with practically none to be 
had, even at this price. Actual exports of oil from 
Java during 1924 were considerably larger than during 
1923, but the heavy buying of Europe, especially France, 
left little oil for shipment to America. As a_ conse- 
quence American buyers who were late in covering 
their needs for imports, received only 116,277 lbs. of oil 
from Java against 165,153 Ibs. during 1923, a reduction 
of thirty per cent. The natural result was a shortage 
of oil and rising prices, which is exactly what the 
records show for the closing months of 1924. 

Last year, late shipment oil sold as high as $1.25 
landed New York. Shippers in Java who had any 
stocks, turned the American situation to their advantage, 
and some American buyers covered needs from Europe- 
an holdings. The early months of 1925, have seen the 
price drop down to about a dollar on spot as new 
offers came forward. Shipment has varied in the gen- 
eral neighborhood of seventy-five or eighty cents. With 
demand still good, and with a recollection of last year’s 
prices, a large 1925 production in Java would not be 
surprising. 

Developments in the market in Java, where demand 
for citronella has shown a steady increase from year to 
year, from farger exports, with Europe competing 
against the United States for supplies of oil, have been 
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Ceylon citronella exports during 1923 and 1924 from Col- 
ombo, for comparison with shipments of Java oil:

outlined by the Batavia representative of “Drug & Chem- 
ical Markets,’ who states: “Generally speaking, there 
has been a lively demand for Java essential oils, chiefly 
from France, Great Britain and the U. S. A. This, to- 
gether with a spirit of speculation, caused the market 
tendency going in a steadily upward direction, so that 
prices now and then reached a hitherto unknown 
height.” 


Citronella oil, There was a strong demand early in 
1924, with the result that prices advanced substantially. 
From fl. 5.25 per kilo, spot, incl. drum, at the outset of 
the year, prices rose gradually to fl. 5.75 in the middle 
of February. At this period, the state of affairs on the 
European Continent was disturbed, and this had an 
adverse effect upon the trade in question. A reaction 
set in about March; when prices gave way considerably, 
so that the month closed at fl. 5.60 for April, and fl. 
5.50 for April/June shipment. In April, business was 
done at fl. 5.60 again, buyers lowered their offers at fl. 
5.45, whilst sellers maintained their price at fl. 5.50. 
Soon afterwards, the interest increased a little, and im- 
portant transactions were reported at prices ranging 
from fl. 5.65 for April, fl. 5.50 for May/June, and fl. 5.30 
for July/September shipment. 


Round about early summer, there was 2 —— 
shortage of supplies, and the steadily increasing consump- 
ition on the Continent not only had a steadying effect 
upon markets, but prices in Java rose constantly ow- 
ing to large buying by speculators. By the end of 
June quotations at Batavia had increased to fl. 6.70 
for ready parcels and to fl. 6.60 for July shipment. 
July and the greater part of August brought a lull in 
business and prices fell away to fl. 5.65 for August/ 
September and fl. 5.20 for August/December shipment, 
whilst for January/February, 1925 not more than fl, 
4.50 could be fetched. September showed a recovery 
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in Java, and since then, the rate was upward, the year 
closing at fl. 7, for ready oil. 

Total exports of citronella oil from Java for 1924 
were 534,000 kilos, as against 476,000 kilos for 1923 and 
430,000 kilos for 1922. The following table indicates 
the main countries of destination in the past three 
years. It will be seen that the U. S. A.’s share de- 
creased by nearly 49,000 kilos in 1924 as compared with 
1923, but her imports remained far above those for 
1922.

Cajuput. This medicinal oil is produced in Ceram 
and Buru, Moluccoes, from the leaves of the Melaleuca 
Leucadendron, a tree which is found growing wild in 
those regions. In Java this volatile oil, the ‘bulk 
of which is shipped to Singapore, is not prepared, but 
part. of the imported quantities are re-exported from 
the island, mainly to Great Britain and the Straits 
Settlements. The principal shipping port and market 
for this product in the Outer Islands is Macassar. Dur- 
ing 1924, 2,671 boxes were exported from this port, 
against 3,124 boxes in 1923, whilst from Java, 4,093 kilos 
have been shipped during 1923. In January, 1924, the 
market stood at fl. 38-40, per box f. o. b. Macassar and 
declined in May to fl. 36/37.1. Owing to increased 
demand and small supplies, prices could recover in 
September, but thereafter sagged, the year closing at 
#1. 35. 

Official statistics covering exports of the oil in 1924 
are not yet available, but the next table shows the 
quantities shipped from the whole D. E. Indies during 
the years 1922 and 1923, together with countries of dest-

Patchouly. On the West Coast of Acheen, Sumatra, 
the area planted with Pogostemon Cablin, Benth. 
(native name “Nilam”)—a plant from which the well- 
known patchouly oil is prepared—has, as a native in- 
dustry, been considerably extended in the course of 
years. In 1909, the leaves were exported for the first 
time, in 1914 the quantity shipped amounted to 303,000 
kilos, ‘while this figure had risen to 1,150,000 in 1923. 
During 1924, however, shipments dropped to about 
850,000 kilos. Also the price of the product strongly 
fell away, and amounted to fl. 6. a picul, as against fl. 
8-10 in 1923. 

Patchouly leaves are almost exclusively shipped to 
Penang and Singapore. Efforts made to prepare patch- 
ouly oil locally, so far had little success. The reports 
received of late from Holland about the results obtained 
‘in co-operation with the Colonial Institute at Amster- 
dam give all hope that also in this colony finally a pro- 
eg can be prepared which is equivalent to the Straits 
oil.

JAVA CITRONELLA MARKET ACTIVE 


The Java market for oil citronella was very active in 
April, and although values at the close were slightly 
below the best, sales have been satisfactory. Advices 
from Batavia say, and it has been noticeable that pur- 
chases for the United States have mostly been for spot 
and near delivery. 


Great Britain and France have been buying steadily, 
more particularly for July and December, 1925, and 
January-December, 1926, deliveries. Prices remained 
more or less steady until the end of the month, ranging 
from florins 4.50 to florins 4.60 per kilo for ready and 
March-April. April-June fetched florins 4.35 and florins 
4.40; July-Dec. florins 4.25 and Jan.-Dec. 1926 florins 
3.45 and florins 3.40. 

Shipments up to the end of February last amounted to 
128,577 kilos, compared with 80,255 kilos during the 
same period of 1924 and 79,531 kilos in 1923. The 
United States tock 37,902 kilos, compared with 6,923 
kilos in 1924. Great Britain’s receipts increased from 
13,561 kilos in 1924 to 24,525 kilos this year. 





Certain soap bark, imported by Anderson-Hillier Co., 
Inc., was assessed on entry at the rate of 10 per cent 
ad valorem under paragraph 34, 1922 act, as a drug 
advanced.

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METZ OFFERS PRIZE FOR SYNTHETIC OPIUM 


Herman A. Metz has offered a prize of $100,000 for 
a process for making synthetic opium at a price low 
enough to wipe out poppy-growing as an industry, in 
Far East countries, particularly India and China. The 
conditions are that the inventor surrender his rights 
to the process and permit its use under conditions 
which will be fixed by an international agreement. 
Mr. Metz said: 

“The idea occurred to me, after listening to an ad- 
dress by Dr. Carleton Simon, in which he suggested 
that the discovery of a method of making opium would 
be the best method of attacking drug addiction. I make 
the condition that the drug invented shall not be a sub- 
stitute for opium, but shall be real-opium—that is, shall 
have the identical molecular structure of opium.”

The fine chemical market seems to have settled down 
to a stable condition where buyers know for the most 
part where they can get what they want and how much 
they will have to pay for it. Volume of actual business 
has not fallen off very greatly during the past few 
months, but business has been done more with domes- 
tic producers directly rather than through dealers and 
importers, who consequently, have felt that there has 
been a falling off in business. There is a sufficient lack 
of demand to keep competition strong between pro- 
ducers and prices are pared almost to the quick in most 
cases, so that price changes ‘are few and far between 
at present. Demand is still sufficiently great to keep 
the dealers and producers active, but not optimistic. 
Business is regarded as on a sound basis and when 
greater demand does arise it will be met by a firm 
condition in most items and the preparedness on the 
part of sellers. Mercury is much stronger on the 
local market and codliver oil and glycerin are easier, 
with some other weaknesses reported. Domestic Haar- 
lem oil is stronger and a firmer tone is felt in the im- 
ported. All grades of glycerin are easy. 

Acetanilid—There have been no new developments in 
this item with prices steady and demand slight. 

Acid, Acetylsalicylic—Some improvement has been re- 
ported in demand but prices remain unchanged at 75c 
@ 80c in first hands and 70c @ 73c in second hands. 

Acid, Benzoic—Prices remain unchanged with business 
of a routine nature and little outside inquiry in evi- 
dence. 

Acid, Citric—Domestic material dominates the mar- 
ket at unchanged prices of 45%c for crystals and 46%c 
for powdered with imported unable to compete at 46c 
@ 47%4c bb. 

Acid, Diethylbarbituric—There has been no change 
in price for this item which is quoted in most quarters 
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at $4.00 @ $4.15 for the imported with domestic at $8.00 
@ $9.00 

Acid Phosphoric—Prices continue unchanged with 
market quiet. 

Acid, Salicylic—This item shows good activity with 
prices held firmly. 


Acid, Tartaric—Demand for this item is rather weak 
with a slight differential in price between domestic and 
foreign favoring the foreign which is quoted at 27¢ @ 
28c with domestic at 29c fb. 


Alcohol—Second hands are reporting a slightly firmer 
market with No. 1 denatured quoting around 47c gal. 
First hands still find the market quiet but hold their 
prices, waiting for larger business in the fall and win- 
ter. Schedule prices range around 50%c for No. 1 in 
car lots drums and 49%c for No. 6. 


Aloin—Demand continues to be weak for this item 
with prices unchanged. 


Amidopyrine—Market remains steady with prices held 
firm and demand of a routine nature. 


Bay Rum—Activity continues to favor the St. Thomas 
quinine denatured and prices for all makes and grades 
remain unchanged. 


Bromides—Very little activity is exhibited in these 
items with prices at present maintained. Practically 
no ammonium bromide is available although one small 
lot is reported. Stocks of other bromides are also ra- 
ther limited with demand not very great. 


Caffeine—Prices remain unchanged with demand of 
a routine nature. 


Camphor—Firmness continues to characterize this 
product although one quotation of Japanese slabs at 74c 
has been heard. The market continues strong around 
75c @ 77%c for the slabs with one ounce and hali 
ounce tablets at 90c and 91c tb. American refiners 
stand firm on their price of 84c fb for slabs. 


Codliver Oil—Cables from abroad are much higher 
and shipment prices have just advanced to $29.50. Spot 
material can now be had for about $30.00 to $32.00 as 
to brand and grade with perhaps some available at 
$29.50 a barrel. 


Cream Tartar—Reports of stronger positions abroad 
have as yet had no effect on the local price which is 
controlled principally by domestic producers whose 
prices of 22c @ 22%c are about as good as can be done 
for imported cream. % 


Epsom Salts—Prices remain unchanged for U. S. P. 
although strength from abroad is somewhat reflected 
in the condition of the local market, which is fairly firm. 


Formaldehyde—Prices for U. S. P. are as yet un- 
changed at 9c @ 9%c although a decline is expected 
before long due to the recent ctit in the price of meth- 
anol. 


Fusel Oil—Competition keeps the price firm at $2.65 
@ $2.75 with demand very good. 

Glycerin—C. P. is generally sold at 18%2c in bulk 
although producers continue to name 19c_[b. Mid- 
western dynamite is obtainable at 17%4c with Eastern 
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goods held at 18c and crude grades remain unchanged 
at recently announced figures. 

Guaiacol—With little demand for this item prices re- 
main unchanged. The carbonate is also weak with 
some second hands quoting as low as $2.15. 

Haarlem Oil—Prices for imported remain steady al- 
though domestic producers are in the main asking $3.25 
for their product, a further advance of 25c a gross. 

Menthol—Local competition keeps the price down to 
$10.75 Ib. although most dealers feel that there is little 
profit to be gained in menthol at that figure. Some of 
the original importers are staying out of the market 
temporarily until prices some back to a point where 
they feel they can make a legitimate profit. The Japan- 
ese market continues strong. 

Mercury—Reports from abroad indicate that the en- 
tire production of several mines has been contracted 
for some time ahead and although the condition of the 
market does not warrant higher prices at present, the 
threatened concentration of supplies in a few hands has 
advanced prices to $81.50 a flask. Actual buying in- 
terest is not great at the moment as most consumers 
have covered their needs. 

Methanol—The market continues unsettled in spite of 
the recent 10c reduction by local producers made to 
cope with synthetic methanol which made the price in 
drums by the carlots 58c for the 95%, 60c for the 97% 
and 67c for the pure. 

Papain—This item continues firm with prices for the 
crude strong at $2.30 @ $2.40 and the powdered at 
$2.75 Ib. 

Thymol—The market shows further weakening and 
the price has declined to $3.60 fb. 


REFINED CAMPHOR ADVANCED IN JAPAN

Tokyo, Japan, April 24——Nippon Camphor Manufac- 
turing Co., announced an advance of 3 yen in the sale 
prices of refined camphor both in slab and powder, 
and is considering a further rise.

Pontiak damar (assortment 1-5) has been sold 
at florins 74.50 per picul, but was afterwards offered at 
florins 70. for April-May delivery, No. 5 sold at florins 
36.50 for delivery until June 15. Sumatra damar 1-5 was 
offered at florins 71. for April-May towards the close of 
the month. 

Exports from Java for the first two months of this 
year show a further decrease. In 1923 the total exports 
for that period were 460 tons, which fell to 346 tons 
in 1924. This year the total is 290 tons less. The 
United States remains the principal buyer, the figures for 
the three years being 227 tons, 228 tons, and 270 tons.

COLD RETARDS OTTO OF ROSE HARVEST 

“Cold weather in the month of April retarded the 
vrowth of the rose bushes in Bulgaria,” writes Theo- 
dore K. Shipkoff, of Sofia, “but,” he says, “this draw- 
back may be easily redeemed by favorable weather dur- 
ing the three weeks preceding the rose harvest and 
especially during tthe harvesting season. The decisive 
factor in a rose crop is always the weather, during 
the harvest, which is expected to begin about May 25. 

“The price of the rose flowers has not yet been de- 
finitely fixed, on account of the excessive demands of 
the growers. The rose industry, to-day, is in a more 
healthy condition, than it has been since 1916. The 
fairly remunerative prices of the Bulgarian otto of 
rose during the last two years have had a very whole- 
some influence on the rose culture. They have stimula- 
ted the growers to take better care of their rose planta- 
tions and new rose gardens to the extent of 1,000 
acres have been planted during 1923 and 1924; which 
augurs well for the near future. The demand for the 
Bulgarian otto of rose, too, has been steadily on the in- 
crease, and for the first time, since 1910, our home 
market has been depleted, this year, of all its entire 
stock, new and old otto of rose.
